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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84(1) because all sheets contain 
reproduction machine marks and have poor line quality, not allowing for adequate reproduction. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should 
not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

The claims contain no method steps. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 12, 14, 15, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Phail in view of Heater et al. Phail discloses a liquid fuel engine having a 

cylinder A, piston B and spherical prechamber D. The prechamber is connected to the main 

chamber C by at least three orifices d. A spark plug F ignites the mixture in the prechamber. 

Fuel injector E sprays fuel onto the outer wall of the prechamber for vaporization. The 

prechamber is arranged along the axis of the piston and the injector is laterally offset therefrom. 

Phail does not disclose use of supercharging or an air-fuel ratio of stoichiometric or leaner. In 

column 3, lines 37-44, Heater et al teaches operation of a prechamber type engine with or 

without supercharging. It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the 

time the invention was made to modify the engine of Phail to be supercharged, as taught by 

Heater et al, to increase power output and use a stoichiometric or leaner air-fuel ratio to reduce 

fuel consumption. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 3-8, 1 1 , 13 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
